WASHINGTON, June 4-—The/4 


Senate voted six to one for a $3,- 
723,000,000 spending-lending pro- 
gram last night. The 70 Senators 
who remained for the finish of the 
two weeks’ fight over the bill di- 
yided, 60 to 10, for the measure. 
Seven Republicans and two Dem- 
ocrats lined up against it. 


Before the final vote, opponents 
of the program were routed. They 
lost every attempt to write restric- 


tions into the bill. As passed, it 


would give President Roosevelt an 
entirely free hand in the disposi- 
tion of the huge appropriation. 
Twice the Senate turned down 
s to forbid political activ- 
ities by employes in emergency 
agencies. Opponents of the amend- 
ments contended this would deny 
such employes freedom of speech 


and opinion. 
Is Defeated. 

By substantial margins, adminis- 
tration leaders defeated proposals 
to earmark more than $500,000,000 
of P W A funds for specific pur- 
poses. President Roosevelt, asking 
for “flexibility” in the relief pro- 
gram, had indicated opposition to 
earmarking. | 

The chamber also turned down 
a Republican proposal to hand over

Tired at the end of three night 
sessions, the Senators ac on a 
score of amendments last night.

Senator Barkley of Kentucky, the 

Democratic leader, stepped from 
one desk to another during the last 
hours of debate, holding whispered 
conferences and presumably urging 
Senators to let the bill come to a 
vote. 
The vote on passage came shortly 
before midnight. Galleries were 
almost empty and many Senators 
slouched in their chairs. 

On passage of the bill, Barkley 
told his colleagues. that Congress 
probably would adjourn next week 
after sending the relief measure and

White House.

ITALIANS CAPTURED IN SPAIN; 
TOOK PLANES TO WRONG FIELD 


Airport at Guadalajara Mistaken 
for Rebel Base; Pair Sur- 
render immediately.

MADRID, June 4.— Two Italian 

ots who mistook the Spanish 

vernment’s airfield at Guadala- 
jara for an insurgent were 
captured last night with their Ital- 
ian-made Fiat pursuit planes. 

The chief of staff for Govern- 
ment forces defending Madrid. an- 
nounced that the two airmen, in 
their early twenties, were in insur- 
—. uniforms but wore Italian Fas- 


The airmen, a Lieutenant and a 
Sergemht, sighted the Guadalajara 
field, about 30 miles northeast of 
Madrid. They were nearly out of 
gasoline, it was said, and, believing 
themselves to be over insurgent ter- 
ritory, they landed. Government 
soldiers rushed onto the field. The 
two men surrendered immediately 

A few minutes later a third Ital- 
ian-made plane followed them in 
but apparently the pilot recognized 
his error and escaped. 

The two prisoners were brought 
to Madrid for questioning.

Appellate Tribunal Dismisses Firm’s 

Petition; Original Findings 
Withdrawn. 8

CHICAGO, June 4.— The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals dis- 
missed today the petition of the In- 
land Steel Co. for a review of the 
recent order of the National Labor 
Relations Board directing the com- 
pany to cease unfair labor prac- 
tices. 

The court upheld the board’s mo- 
tion to dismiss the case on the 
ground that the board had with- 
drawn its own order in the mean- 
time. 

Inland was the first steel em- 
ployer ordered by the board to sign 
a contract covering any collective 
bargaining agreement reached with 
labor. The decision was an- 
nounced April 6, but on May 9 the 
board announced it would set aside 
its order for “the purpose of fur- 
ther proceedings before the board.”

TWO ASSAULTS) 
N VALENCIA FAIL 


At Tarragona, Incendiary 
Causirtg Loss of 10 Lives 


BARCELONA, June 4.—Four in- 
surgent planes, visible from the 
streets of this provisional Spanish 
Government capital, bombed Bar- 
celona at 1:20 p. m. today—the sec- 
ond attack since midnight. 

Five persons were killed and four 
wounded. No casualties are re- 
ported from the first attack. 

One of the planes in the after- 
noon raid is reported by defense cl- 
ficials to have fallen into the sea. 
It was apparently hit by anti-air- 
craft fire. 

Four planes were in formation 
when the raiders started to circle 
the city. Three completed the tour. 
Anti-aircraft batteries fired for 
about 10 minutes. 

There were two overnight at- 
tempts to bomb Valencia, the for- 
mer provisional capital on the 
coast, 190 miles southwest of Barce- 
lona.. Dispatches: by way of Ma- 
drid report anti-aircraft gunners 
drove off the planes each time. 

The Government reports through 
Madrid that a British tanker, the 
4870-ton Maryad, owned by the 
Pallas Oil and Trading Co, of Lon- 
don, was bombed and set afire at 
Alicante, south of Valencia. 

Ten persons were killed, 25 were 
wounded and 15 buildings destroyed 
last night in an insurgent air raid 
on Tarragona, Government seaport 
on the Mediterranean.

Rebels Advance at One Point; 
Virtually Halted Elsewhere. 
By the Associated Press. 

HENDAYE, France, June 4— 
Spanish insurgents continued their 
drive toward Valencia today with 
an advance in Castellon province 
to a point within two“ miles of 
Lucena del Cid. 

A concentration of Galician and 
Navarrese forces swept toward 
Lucena del Cid, a mining center 
16 miles northwest of Castelion de 
la Plana, in an advance south of 
Vistabella. ie 

Elsewhere the insurgents were 
held virtually at a halt by the Gov- 
ernment militiamen. 

The full force of Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco’s war machine 
has been pounding ceaselessly since 
Thursday on three sectors of the 
eastern front, with only slight gains, 
and border advices indicate there 
has been a tremendous cost of lives. 

East of Teruel in the Mora Moun- 
tains, which dominate the western 
flank of the battlefront, the insur- 
gents not only are checked, but Gen. 
Jose Miaja’s crack mountain fight- 
ers have assumed the offensive. The 
insurgents report Government mili- 
tiamen have stormed their positions 
near Mora de Rubielos again and 
again, : 

Near the Teruel-Mediterranean 
road the insurgents have pushed 
forward a half-mile or so, around 
Penagolosa peak and Torre Embe- 
sora, but are unable to dislodge 
Government troops from their main 
positions. ° 

Three reasons are apparent for 
the insurgent setback: The Govern- 
ment, which always has been su- 
perior to the insurgents in man- 
power, has moved up even more 
men to the eastern front; a new 
Government air fleet has gone into 


action and new artillery has been 


moved to the eastern front, off- 
setting the former mechanized su- 
periority of the insurgents; the 
slowly retreating militiamen have 
reached the strong second defense 
line rushed to completion by spe- 
cial labor details. :

A Senate conferee said, however, 
it might be submitted again and 
stood a chance of adoption “as 4a 
fina] resort” should the conference 
become deadiocked on the question 
of wage differentials. 

Chairman Norton (Dem.), New Jer- 
sey, of the House Labor Committee 
said she and her colleagues hoped 
for adoption of a modified version 
of the House bill by the Conference 
Committee, but that they would not 
block a compromise. 

Southern Senators pdoposed to- 
day that the wage-hour bill include 
asseurance of freight rates for their 
section as low as those enjoyed by 
Northern shippers, if no provision is 
made for sectional pay standards. 

Industrialists in the South long 
have contended that higher freight 
rates offset any advantage they 
held over Eastern manufacturers 
by reason of lower wages. ; 

While Southerners have demand- 
ed wage differentials, Senators El- 
lender (Dem.), Louisiana, and Pep- 
per (Dem.), Florida, were said by 
other committee members to be 
agreeable to their elimination if-a 
workable railroad rate clause could 
be written into the bill. Ellender 
and Pepper are the only Southern 
Senators on the committee. 

In adopting House provisions 
governing child labor, the conferees 
junked more complicated language 
of the Senate bill. Under the pro- 
visions agreed on, children under 
16 could not hold regular full-time 
jobs in interstate industries, al- 
though those between 14 and 16 
could work outside school hours if 


this did not impair their health. 


No one under 18 years of age could 
work in a “hazardous” interstate 
occupation. None of these child la- 
bor prohibitions would apply to 
children employed by their parents 
or guardians in occupations other 
than manufacturing or mining. 


U. S. ARMY BOARD REVISING 
MANUAL OF TANK TACTICS 


Changes Prompted by Poor Success

WASHINGTON, June 4. — As a 
result of lessons learned from the 
fighting in Spain and China, a spe- 
cia] infantry board at Fort Benning, 
Ga., is rewriting the United States 
manual of tank tactics, it was 
learned today. , 

“Tanks in Spain have not been 
very successful,” Gen. Malin Craig, 
chief of staff, recently advised Con- 
gress. He gave as reasons for their 
failure increased effectiveness of 
antitank guns and other defensive 
measures, armor and mechanical 
defects and errors in tactics. In 
North China, he said, many Jap- 
anese tanks failed to start in last 
winter’s cold weather, and others 
bogged down in the mud.

man at Maehfisch-Schoenberg. 


The Foreign Minister assured 
Eisenlohr that those responsible for 
the incidents had been arrested and 
all involved would be punished. 

The protest and apology was an- 
other in a series sines German- 
Czechoslovak relations became 
strained over the demands of the 
Sudeten German minority for au- 
tonomy and closer relations with 
Nazi Germany.

JURY 1S COMPLETED 


Alternate Chosen and Opening 
Statements Are Begun at 
Bartow, Fla.

BARTOW, Fla., June 4.-—The 
fourth Florida flogging trial involv- 
ing five former Tampa policemen 
charged with the kidnaping of Eu- 
gene F. Poulnot, finally got under 
way today when an alternate juror 
was chosen after about 90 venire- 
men had.been examihed. 

Wallace Shafer, assistant solicitor 
of Polk County, to which this trial 
was transferred on a change of 
venue, delivered the opening state- 
ment for the prosecution. 

As he attempted to outline the 
State’s evidence, Judge John L. 
Moore of West Palm Beach sus- 
tained an objection by Pat Whit- 
aker, chief of defense counsel, that 
the opening statement should con- 
tain only the “theory” of the prose- 
cution rather than specific details. 

The jury Was excused as the 
State obtained permission to argue 
the point before proceeding with 
its opening statement. 

It developed, however, that the 
Florida Supreme Court requires 
that opening statements be con- 
fined to generalities. 

After Shafer completed his judi- 
cially denatured argument, the de- 
fense deferred its opening state- 
ment and testimony began. 

The first witness was Poulnot. 
Due to the judicial limitation of 
evidence, he began his account with 


ithe scene outside of the police sta- 


tion under questioning by Manuel 
Glover, Polk County Solicitor. De- 
fense Counsel interrupted by fre- 
quent objections. 

As has been told, the defendants 
were members of a warrantless po- 
lice raidimg squad which invaded a 
private home the night of Nov. 30, 
1935, and ‘seized leaders ef the 
“Modern Democrats,” a political or- 
ganization.

Poulnot, now State hed of the 
Workers’ Alliance and employed as 
a pressman in St. Petersburg, as- 
serted that as he was leaving the 
police station the defendant C. W.

ON CRABB ATTACKED 


Defense Calls Relatives of De- 
fendant to Discredit 
Official's Story.

PEKIN, III., June 4. — The Crabb 
manslaughter trial was in adjourn- 
ment todgy. Judge Joseph E. Daily 
promised a juror a month ago that 
he would be free today because he 
thought the trial would be ended 
by this time. The Judge didn’t 
name the juror or explain the cir- 
cumstances. When he announced 
the adjournment yesterday. 

When the trial is resumed Mon- 
day, it will be the third week of 
testimony and four weeks since 
the opening of the case, Mrs. Cath- 
erine Crabb, stepmother of the de- 
fendant, was scheduled to be a 
witness Monday. 

Attempts to impeach the testi- 
mony of a leading witness for the 
State marked the session of court 
yesterday. 

Two witnesses testified Sheriff 
Ralph Goar’s testimony as to his 
actions on two different occasions 
was at variance with their own ob- 
servations. A defense lawyer told 
Judge Daily that “our purpose is to 
impeach his testimony|.” 

Both witnesses were blood rela- 
tions of James W. Crabb, 22-year- 
old son of a Delavan (III.) banker 
who is on trial on manslaughter 
charges arising from the killing ot 
his bride of five weeks, Betty Colli- 
son Orabb, on the morning of 
March 1. She was found shot to 
death in an upper bedroom in the 
home of her father-in-law, Willis 
Crabb. James Crabb testified at the 
Coroner's inquest that she commit- 
ted suicide. 

The first defense witness was 
James G. Bailey, father of Mrs. 8. 
Reau Kemp, president of the Dela- 
van Women’s Club and hostess at a 
party immediately preceding the 
girl’s death. 

Bailey, a first cousin of Willis 
Crabb, testified Sheriff Goar had 
appeared in the living room of the 
Crabb home early that morning 
with the death pistol wrapped in a 
handkerchief and lying on the palm 
of his hand. 

The Sheriff had testified he 
picked up the pistol by the ham- 
mer, from its hiding place between 
the mattress and head of the bed, 
laid it on a handkerchief and then 
carefully knotted the corners to- 
gether and carried it-in the result- 
ing sling. — 

The second witness was Mrs. 
Margaret Hoebel, wife of the man- 
ager of the Illini Publishing Co., 
Champaign, III., and a third cousin 
of James Crabb. Mrs. Hoebel was 
a guest at the Kemp party and was 
called to the Willis Crabb home 
shortly after the fatal shot had 
been fired. 

She testified she was present at 
the Coroner’s inquest, in Delavan, 
on March 12 and saw the arrest of 
young Crabb just after he had tes- 
tified his wife committed suicide. 
Mrs. Hoebel said Sheriff Goar ap- 
proached Crabb and said: “Get your 
hat and coat, Jimmie, and come 
help me find Collison.” Goar had 
testified for the State he ap- 
proached Crabb and told him he 
was under arrest and denied mak- 
ing the statement about finding 
Collison, father of the slain girl.

HAVE read all of the testimonial let-

The new East Side Health District, which con- 
sists of East St. Louis, Centerville, Canteen, and 
Stites townships, has conducted a three-week in- 
vestigation of the bacteria count in milk sold within 
its boundaries. It has found that East Side con- 
sumers are buying and drinking raw milk, in some 
instances at least, with a bacteria count per cubic 
centimeter running up to ¥,600,000.

In other 
words, can Hitler be satisfied with any com- 
promise settlement, and if not, tan he be 
curbed without war? 


T HE Czechoslovakian crisis is not yet 


Underlying this query is the deeper prob- 


lem: Can Europe ‘hope for peace without 
submission to the supremacy of the totali- 
tarian Powers? Can the democratic coun- 
tries impose and maintain peace in the 
face of the Fascist challenge? 

The recent—or rather the current—con- 
test between Berlin and Prague is of the 
highest importance because it furnishes the 
first real response to these questions. 

There are three elemepts in this answer. 
One is the calm force of the Czech democ- 
racy’s will to remain free. The second is 
France’s unshakable decision to support 
Prague's independence, The third is Britain’s 
readiness to throw the whole weight of its 


diplomatic influence into the breach to pre- 
vent war from breaking out over the issue.- . 


It is almost universally admitted that the 
British Government could have prevented 
the war in July, 1914, if it had made clear 
to Germany that England could not remain 
neutral if France were attacked. Now 
there is no question of Germany attacking 
France; the problem is more complex, because 


a German move against Czechoslovakia 


might force the French to attack the Reich 
in fulfillment of the Franco-Czech pact, 

Hitherto, Berlin has been convinced that, 
under those conditions, London would re- 
fuse to go to war over Central Europe, 
and that Paris, thus deprived of the as- 
surance of English support, would likewise 
stop short of going to war in defense of 
Czechosiovakie. 


From now on, however, it will be difficult 
for the Germans to adhere to this view. 
The situation is no longer the same, as the 
recent events in Central Europe proved,

danger of starting a general war from which 


Britain could not remain aloof even for & 


moment. Loyally, Neville Chamberlain car- 
ried out this promise itimediately when 
there were reports of German troop move- 
ments toward the Czech frontiers. 

There is little doubt that this quick action 
na ved the day. Germany was carrying out 
a concentration of troops. Czechoslovakia, 
far from yielding supinely as had Austria, 
likewise moved troops up to the German 
and Polish frontiers and’ mobilized one or 
two classes of conscripts. France, quietly 
and almost unnoticed, got everything in 
readiness for general mobilization, but wise- 
ly avoided anything provocative, On the 
contrary, both France and Britain, osten- 
tatiously urged Prague to go as far as 
possible in concessions to the German min- 
ority without capitulating to Hitler. 

This combination of moderation and firm- 
ness, of calm and of efficient readiness to 
act if forced to do so, had the desired ef- 
fect. For the first time, Nazi Germany 
found itself facing calm strength, the 
strength of the oft-derided democracies.

éé ENTLEMEN UNAFRAID,” 
G the new musical with which 
Municipal Opera opened its 
twentieth anniversary: season last 
night, received the baptism of an 
hour’s sprinkling but continued res- 
olutely and emerged as one of the 
opera’s most notable successes in 
trying out hitherte unproduced 
shows. 

Until 9:30 o’clock, the production 
showed every sign of being called 
off, as a disappointing anticlimax 
to a distinguished occasion. For 
not only were 7500 first-nighters 
present, but, the crowd contained 
also an official party headed by See- 
yetary of War Harry H. Woodring, 
United States Senator Bennett C. 
Clark, Gov. Lioyd C. Stark, Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann and other 
persons of governmental and the- 
atrical notability. ' 

Twice during the first hour, a 
portion of the audience dashed to 
the pergolas only to return as the 
drizzle lightened. Finally, when 
rain-checks were no longer valid, 
the rain stopped entirely and the 
audience had time to think on the 
merits of the show rather than its 


It found a production, telling the 
tale of two childhood sweethearts 
separated by the Civil War, in 


which there was abundant voutn 


and freshness, extraordinarily fine 
music, and for the most part, a sure 
sense of theatrical value. 

From a story by Edward Boy- 
kin, which was submitted to the 
movies but never used, the well 
knowp librettists and lyrists, Os- 
car mmerstein II and Otto Har- 
bach, have taken substantial ma- 
terial about the drama that took 
place at West Point, when South- 
ern-born cadets were forced to 
choose between service with South 
or North in the Civil War. A- 


though any prospect of more Civil 


War in the theater may frighten 
the wary spectator, he need have 
nothing to fear here. 


For Hammerstein and Harbach, 
who were present and took their 
bows at the close of the show, have 
employed all their talent in attract- 
ing interest. To do this, they have 
relied in part on traditional tactics 
and in part on lessons learned from 
the movies but have seized upon a 
great deal of inspiration as well. 
The show has a really strong first 
act, a fair second act ending in a 


‘tremendous climax and a third act 


that takes only a little bit too long. 

The main characters are, of 
course, Bob Vance, a Virginia cadet 
who decides to stick with the North 
and Linda Mason, the sweetheart 
he loses for four years by that de 
cision. But appearing as well as 
these are President Abraham Lin- 
coln, Gen. Robert E. Lee and even 
John Wilkes Booth. . 

Far from being mere waxworks 
exhibits, these characters have an 
impressive place in the action, Vie- 
tor Thorley's portrayal of Lincoln 
is almost as good as any could 
be, his reading a part of the Get- 
tysburg Address ig stirring and a 


Are You?” are the exciting, roman- 
tie or comic things needed to fill 
out a show but “How Would I 
Know?”, a Negro anti-war spir- 
itual, is one of the greatest songs 
of Kern's career. 

Beginning “How Would I Know, 
Why They Made My Man a Sol- 
dier?” and ending “I Wish There 
Weren’t No War,” the number is a 
perfect combination of rousing mu- 
sic and lyrics. Woven in with a 
flash history of the war, called, aft- 
er the fashion of the movies, a 
“montage,’ it builds up the second 
act climax. It seems to be the song 
of “Gentlemen Unafraid” that may 
bring fame to the entire show. 

Municipal Opera’s own share in 
the glory comes in providing new 
and youthful principals, and the 
best singing choruses, especially in 
the male section, in many years. 
Likely to become soonest audience 
favorites are Ronald Graham, the 
baritone hero; Richard Skelton, the 
comedian, and Barry Sullivan, a 
third cadet. Hope Manning and 
Vicki Cummings, both of former 
seasons, returned in favor and Min- 
to Cato, Negro singer who is solo- 
ist for “How Would I Know?” is 
a welcome addition. 


Raymond Sovey’s 11 scenes are 
done in good taste and with thor- 
oughness but are somewhat con- 
fined by the necessity of using the 
revolving stage. Scene changes, 
however, do not disturb or delay 
the show at any time. 

The two dance numbers which 
got some of the best applause of 
the evening seem almost unneces- 
sary and certainly offer no sur- 
prises. One is a sylvan ballet in- 
troduced as a nightmare of an un- 
conscious cadet in Act I and the 
other a zouave drill in Act III. 
The only difficulty of the evening 
seemed to come when the choruses 
were wrestling with some of Kern’s 
more intricate modulations but this 
feature was only slightly noticeable. 

Whether “Gentlemen Unafraid” 

will go on to New York’s big Cen- 
ter Theater next fall is not an- 
nounced, although an understand- 
ing has existed for some time be- 
tween the authors, composer; Max 
Gordon, New York producer, and 
executives of the Center.
